Lucy Voorhoeve summarized the provisions of Bill S2459.  A discussion among the Members of 
the Task Force ensued regarding specific sections of the legislation.  
 
The Task Force members recommended that the New Jersey Redevelopment Authority and 
County Improvement Authorities become eligible entities to apply for financial assistance and 
grants. In addition, the Task Force authorized the Chairman, or his designee to testify before the 
Legislature concerning Bill S2459 and any proposed changes.  
 
 
Task Force Member Comments 
A concern was raised regarding the definition of Brownfields.  Chairman Toft 
acknowledged the concern and suggested that this issue be discussed in depth at a later 
meeting of the Task Force.
